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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/1/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention 
where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the 
references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re 
Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, one of ordinary 
skill in the art would have motivation to place the device of Yates underground as taught 
by Hamaker to create an improved means to catch a pest. The reference of Yates is 
not destroyed by placing soil over it. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yates (3122857) and further in view of Hamaker (2683951). 
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As to claim 1 , Yates discloses a method providing a housing having a side wall with at 
least one opening; and placing a bait in the bait station. Not disclosed is the method of 
placing the station in the ground such that the opening is aligned with a tunnel and 
covering the station with soil. Hamaker, however, discloses a method of placing a 
station in the ground such that the opening is aligned with a tunnel and covering the 
station with soil. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to comprise the method of Yates with the placement of the 
station underground as taught by Hamaker to place the station in the known pathway of 
a rodent. 

As to claim 2, disclosed is a method, as modified, wherein the station comprises a top 
surface with an opening, and a vertical tube extending between said opening and the 
top of the ground. 

As to claim 3, disclosed are opposing side walls which each have an opening therein 
and aligned with one of said tunnels. 

As to claim 4, not disclosed is the ingredients selected from the group cited in the 
instant claim. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to comprise the active ingredients from the group cited in 
the instant claim, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in the 
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art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a 
matter of obvious design choice. 

As to claim 7, disclosed is an eave (fig. 1).
